When an announcement designed to inform the public of an 
action taken by a governmental‘agency fails to perform that 
function, maybe it’s time to take another look at the 
announcement. J 

Such as at legal notices describing an action involving a 
parcel of property which is then described in such a manner it 
would take a search of the county land records to find out 
what land is being discussed. 


A case in point is the recent announcement by the.City of 
Belle Glade that the commission was considering the 
deannexation of Osceola Center...only no on outside those in 
the know had the slightest inkling Osceola Center was being 
discussed. — - 

It’s called à legal notice of course because it's required by 
law. The framers of the law must have had the object in mind 
of informing the public of the annexation, exation, 
zoning change or whatever kind of action was being contem- 


readable 


plated. 

After all, when the status of property is being changed, it 
quite often affects more people-than the property owner. 

So it's important enough the law requires an exact descrip- 
tion of that property so there'll be no mistake about where it 
is. And therein lies the problem: 

That description is so technical only a handful of people can 
understand it. Whic! why we, and at least a couple of city 
commissioners have \wondered in the past why another de- 
scription, such as a street address or, ''the property 
commonly referred to as Osceola Center” or ‘‘Joe’s Junk 
Yard'' or "Pete's Cabbage Patch” couldn't be used along 
with the legal description. 

A check with other journalists in the area indicates a popu- 
lar description is also used in some areas along witb the legal 
description and we see no reason the practice couldn't be 
started in Belle Glade. 

After-all, the object is to inform the public, isn't it?

ity... 

I thought after my second 
newsletter only one more would 
follow which would consist of a 
session wrap-up. As most of you 
know by now, the 1977 Legislature 
has been called into Special 
Session to work on the budget, tax 


relief measures and compensatory " 


education. However, there is a 
good chance the Governor will 
expand his call to work on bills 
‘dealing with pari-mutuels and 
maybe even the Insurance Bill. 

I would like to give you a 
rundown on general and major 
legislation that passed, also a 
report on my legislation, but for 
the time being the money side of 
the Legislature will come at a later 
date. There were 3,791 total bills 
introducted and 670 bills passed 
-both Houses during the 1977 
session. EDI. 

KEY ISSUES BROUGHT BE- 
FLORIDA LEGISLATURE (as

Appropriations - A $5.84 
budget which required $363 million 
in new taxes ín the House and a 


$5.47 billion budget in the Senate *

Condominium - Condominium 
owners have found problem after 
problem with laws dealing with 
recreational leases. A bill which 
takes affect July 1, makes it easier 
for condo owners to break the 
recreation lease if they can prove 
the lease is unreasonable. The bill 
sets down nine unconscionable 
points, among them any lease 
period exceeding 21 years, an 
escalation clause tied to the cost of 
living index and a gross rent that 
exceeds the cost of the facilities. If 
condo owners can show all nine 
conditions exist, a court can 
declare that lease unconscionable 
and unenforceable. 

Handicapped Persons - After 
years of ignoring the special needs 
of people in wheelchairs, beginnin; 
October 1, handicapped people will 
be able to buy 50 cent parking 
stickers that will enable them to 
park free. In addition, cities and 
counties will be required to set 
aside special parking spaces for 
those in wheelchairs. 

Senior Citizens - Beginning July 
1, state agencies will be required 
to stockpile statistics on crime 
against the elderly and to begin 
developing comprehensive plans to 
combat it. Senior citizens who have 

ut their life savings into care for 
Ме facilities expect to receive 
room, board and medical care for 
the rest of thier lives Some poeple 
though have seen their money 
wasted and their contracts vio- 
lated. This bil as passes is 
designed to toughen regulation of 
those facilities, require annual 
inspections and disclosure of fi- 
nances and put more safeguards 
into the contracts of life care 
clients. 

Pari-Mutuels- Persons betting 
on the winning horse, dog or jai-lai 
player will see it worth a little less 
at the payoff window however, 
those poeple who own the tracks 
will be better off. The bite taken 
out of each better's dollar {о pay 
taxes, maintenance and awards 
from all pari-mutuel gambling 
events is being increased from 17.4 
to 17.6 cents on the dollar. Of that 
portion, six-tenths of a cent will go 
to put money into racetrack profits 
pnd winners purses. Effective 
July 1, this should help the near 
bankruptcy race track industry. 

Unemployment Compensation - 
A new board was created to handle 
appeals іп jobless benefits during 
the busy harvesting month of 

ember. Another provision 
raises from $42 to $162 per 
employee the premium businesses 
have to pay when they first enter 
the program. Maximum benefits 
remained at $82 a week. 

Alien Workers - Beginning Oc- 
tober a, an employer can be fined 
$500 for employing any alien not 
authorized bny federal immigra- 
tion officials. 

Local Ordinances - Since the 
abolition. of municipal courts, sev- 
eral counties and cities complain 
that state attorneys are not 
processing local ordinances as fast 
now.as city prosecutors once did. 
Effective October 1, counties and 
cities will be able to pay the salary 
of an assistant state attorney 
whose only job would be the 
enforcement of local ordinances. 

Child Pornography - The 1977 
Legniatuo passes a bill making it 
a felony for anyone to корр 
involve minors in pornography.

The index will 
enable the state to determine the 
location ої the shoreline and thus 
prevent private development from 
trespassing into what is considered 
public lands between a body of 
water, and the nearest point of 
perpevually dry iand. 

ealth - As mentioned in prev- 
ious newsletters, Laetrile, a drug 
derived from apricot pits, is а hope 
for those persons terminally ill. 
Beginning October 1, the bill 
allows doctors in Florida to pre- 
scribe or administer Laetrile. 

Transportation - A major revis- 
ion of Florida's gas tax and roads 
classification system cleared the 
Legislature. The measure will turn 
over millions of dollars in gas tax 
revenues to counties. However, in 
going with the Senate version of 
the bill, $97 million is cut for new 
road spending. 

Retirement - State employees 
will be able to retire after 30 year's 
work. But they will have to wait 
until July 1978 for the law to take 
effect and contribute another 1 per 
cent of their salary to pay for it.

Colonel Robert Brantly, Com-
